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| Foot-and-Mouth Disease Threat Closer 


Mexico abandons U. S.-Financed Slaughter Plan 


the foot and mouth disease eradication 
program in Mexico, largely financed 
by United States dollars, brings American 
cattle producers closer to the grave situa- 
tion south of the border. The Mexican gov- 


Tit virtually complete breakdown of 


ernment in calling a halt to the slaughter 


of diseased cattle has made a token sub- 
stitute in its plan to vaccinate against foot 
and mouth disease. But live stock sanitary 
authorities are pretty well agreed that this 
method is little more than in the experi- 
mental stage. Results so far in foreign 
countries have not been too encouraging; 
the source of vaccines is limited. 

At a meeting at Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, the National Advisory committee, 
composed of. prominent cattlemen, has 
issued the following statement: 


“It seems advisable to withdraw 
eradication forces from the infected 
zone and concentrate our utmost ef- 
forts toward control and eradication of 
the disease at the extreme north and 
south lines of the affected area.” 


The Mexican government wants to re- 
group operations in meeting economic and 
social conditions, according to the advisory 
committee, and Mexico is insisting on vac- 
cine as a control measure, 

“Continued efforts on et of our govern- 
ment to intensify slaughter operations to 
completely eradicate the disease in i 
fected area have not brought success,” the 
committee reported, also urging that speedy 
action be taken on construction of the inter- 
national boundary fence along the Mexican- 
American border as authorized by congress. 

“Because it appears that complete 
eradication of the disease may take con- 
siderable time and since much can still be 
accomplished in the field of improving 
methods of vaccinating to control or 
eradicate the disease, it seems advisable 
to use every resource available,” the com- 
mittee declared. 

“In furthering this work, a program of 
extensive research and _ experimentation 
seems necessary in the highly disease in- 
fected area of central Mexico,” the group 
added. “Mexico has requested a vaccination 
program if any program is to. continue.” 

Although U. S. efforts in foot-and-mouth 
eradication will be shifted, the advisory 
committee emphasized that the principle of 
a complete slaughter program “hag never 
and is. not now abandoned. It must be ap- 
Plied in whatever field of operation the

In the meantime outspoken Robert J. 
Kleberg, Jr., president of the gigantic King 
Ranch in Texas says that “the only way to 
keep foot-and-mouth disease out of the 
United States is to turn the problem over 
to someone with unlimited authority and 
unlimited funds.” The Texan has been 
pessimistic over control efforts for more 


than a year, and now asserts the problem - 


is virtually out. of hand in Mexico. 

“We have failed in our efforts to stop the 
disease in Mexico,” Kleberg asserts. “Foot- 
and-mouth disease is active among cattle 
less than 250 miles from our (King) ranch 
right now.” (According to Kleberg’s figure, 
this would indicate the disease had spread 
to about 150 miles south of the Rio Grande 
in Mexico.) 

“When it hits us we won’t be feeding 
Europe,” he added. ‘We'll be lucky to be 
able to feed ourselves.” 

Kleberg said this disease killer of mil- 
lions of head of cattle would serve to dis- 
rupt the entire American meat industr 
since the various states would establi 
quarantines and prevent the normal move- 
ment of cattle for breeding, feeding, fatten- 
ing and marketing. 

The Texas rancher lashed out at the De- 
partment of Agriculture when he said that 
“the fight against foot-and-mouth disease 
thus far has been poorly planned and poor- 
ly handled.” 

“Our only chance to keep the disease out 
of Texas and the United States is for some- 
one of cabinet rank to work with an advis- 
ory committee from the meat industry. This 
government leader must have unlimited 
authority and unlimited funds.” 

The disease broke out in Mexico about 
two years ago after some Brahma bulls 
were brought in from Brazil for later ex- 
port to the United States,. The first cases 
were discovered in the Vera Cruz _ area, 
about 600 miles south of Brownsville, Texas. 

Kleberg charged that the slaughter pro- 


gram in Mexico, financed in part by the 
United States, broke down because in some 
cases ranchers who had been paid for 
slaughtered cattle were being permitted to 
sell the carcasses ‘to meat packers. The 
disease thus had a chance to spread since it 
is known to be transmitted in dead meat as 
weil as live animals, he asserts. 

According to Kleberg’s latest report of 
the spread of the disease 450 miles to the 
a the fight to contain the disease has 

ailed. 


A news release from the United States 
Department of Agriculture indicates that 
the disease at the closet point is 250 miles 
south of the border.. Says the release: 

“A strengthening of northern and south- 
ern lines of defense against foot-and-mouth 
disease of live stock in Mexico was agreed 
upon by the Mexican-United States Com- 
mission for the eradication of this disease 
in a two day meeting with Under-secretary 
N. E. Dodd, of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture and Oscar Flores, of the Mexi- 
can Ministry of Agriculture, concluded here 
today (December 9th). 

“The northern defense line beging at 
Tampico on the Gulf Coast and extends 
westward to Puerto Vallarto on the Pacific 
Coast. It ranges from 250 to 600 miles 
south of the international border. North 
of these defense lines there is no known in- 
fection. Mexican soldiers and civilians will 
patrol this line on the ground and from the 
air to see that no animal crosses it. The 
southern defense line runs from the Gulf 
Coast to the Pacific Coast along the south- 
ern boundaries of the States of Vera Cruz 
and Oaxaca. 

“Plans were discussed for a wire fence 
to be erected along these lines. Eradica- 
tion forces will then work from these lines 
toward the infected area and thus establish 
buffer zones. 

“The Commission met in Washington to 
discuss . modifications of the eradication 
campaign now in progress. The Commis- 
sion stressed the fact that the changes in 
the methods of operation are all aimed at 
giving the utmost in protection against the 
spread of the disease to the clean areas of 
Mexico and the neighboring countries to the 
north and to the south. 

“The two day discussion centered around 
the following points: 

“1. Methods for effecting the maximum 
effort by both countries to hold and 
strengthen the existing quarantine lines to 
keep the disease from spreading.

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Gr assland F ar ming in the Blue Grass Country 


HERE is a lot of talk these days of 

improved pasture mixtures. And the 

are good. But what can be done wit! 
one of our old standbys—blue grass—when 
peonenly managed is not generally appre- 
ciated. 

Down on the C. V. Whitney Farm near 
Lexington, Kentucky, an almost unbeliev- 
able amount of grazing and forage is pro- 
duced on some 900 acres of well managed 
blue grass. “In fact, one of our biggest 
jobs is staying ahead of the grass,” Beau- 
ford Devers, in charge of the Aberdeen- 
Angus herd, will tell you. 

These rolling, park-like acres support a 
total of nearly 500 Aberdeen-Angus cows, 
calves and yearlings; a Thoroughbred horse 
herd of over 150 head. In addition extra 
cattle are purchased in the summer to keep 
ahead of the feed. From 500 to 600 tons 
of grass silage are put up off these high- 

roducing blue grass acres for winter feed 
or the cattle. All of the hay requirements 
for the cattle, and a good part of the hay 
for the Thoroughbreds, consists of blue 
grass. In addition the Doddies and Thor- 
oughbreds average around ten months 
grazing a year off these well farmed pas- 
tures. 

Good blue grass just doesn’t happen— 
even in the’ famed Blue Grass section of 
Kentucky. In spite of the natural limestone 
content of the soil this element can be used 
up, just as it is in other sections of the

country. Phosphate, too, may have to be 
added as the soil gets older. But assuming 
that these two elements are present, either 
as nature put them there, or by addition, 
the methods used on the Whitney Farm can 
be used on almost any beef cattle and horse 
farm in the country. They are practical and 
the ultimate in economical stock handling. 
Maximum use of the natural fertilizer 
produced on the farm, coupled with pasture 
rotation and clipping twice a season, is the 
simple formula followed. All manure, either

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Discussion of the Principles 


Of Breeding and Improving Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 


Perhaps I have digressed somewhat from my subject, which is 


ing an Aberdeen-Angus herd and in doing so, we touched upon 

the advantages of securing foundation animals from herds with 
oo records of production back of them, preferably herds which 

ve been in the process of improvement over a long period under 
constructive breeding methods and under capable and experienced 
management. We also suggested the desirability of starting with 
homogeneously bred animals for the purpose of establishing uni- 
formity of type and conformation in the herd as early as possible. 
We shall now deal with some of the details of selecting the females 
for a foundation herd or for the improvement of an existing herd. 
My experiences, as a breeder and showman, have convinced me that 
breeding is fully as important as individuality. Without the right 
kind of dependable breeding back of it, a good individual may be 
disappointing as a producer, because after all, the function of the 
pure bred is to pass on to its offspring the characteristics of its 
ancestors, both immediate and remote, and quite frequently it is 
the more remote animals in a pedigree which have the greater in- 
fluence. Therefore, the importance of having a long succession of 
animals in the pedigree which are known to have been good indi- 
viduals and good producers. Individuality is, of course, of para- 
mount importance and for that matter, a well bred animal SHOULD 
be a good individual, although breeding, not being an exact science, 
there is no absolute certainty of this. The characteristics of the 
offspring can not be accurately determined from even parents of 
the best in both individuality and breeding. The chances are, how- 
ever, very strongly in favor of getting good animals and the ex- 

ted results when we produce from animals that excel in both 
individuality and breeding. In other words, the combination of the 
two is of the utmost importance. Another important reason why 
the new breeder, or the old one too for that matter, should be 
particular about bringing none but good individuals into his herd 
is that every one likes a good looking animal and every owner, as 
well as every one connected with his organization, can take pride 
in working with the right kind of representatives of their breed. 
Animals for which they will not feel called upon to make apologies. 

As to what constitutes the right kind of an individual is a more 
difficult question to answer. For example, there are various opin- 
ions as to the exact type and conformation which make up the ideal 
Aberdeen-Angus. Breeders, as well as professional judges, do not 
all agree on this important subject. It is regrettable that at least 
some fairly uniform standard of excellence can not. be officially 
established. In this connection, I am encouraged to learn that our 
National association is considering a step in this direction by 
holding type conferences composed of representative breeders, com- 
mercial producers and probably packers. At present there appear 
to be conflicting views as to whether we want what is becoming 
generally known as the pony type or animals with scale enough to 
make them profitable to the commercial producer when they go 
over the scales at market time. 

My recent observations have convinced me that the so called 
end type is now favored by many show ring judges although I 

ave not had any satisfactory explanation of the reason. On the 
other hand, I am convinced that the majority of practical breeders 
and commercial producers prefer animals of more scale and sub- 
stance. Which is right should be determined, if possible, because 
if we are to produce one kind for the show ring and another for 
practical purposes we are going in opposite directions which is not 
in the best interests of our breed. 

My opinion is that there is a happy medium and that sufficient 
scale and ruggedness, to meet the approval of the commercial pro- 
ducer without sacrificing the qualities that have made Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle well nigh invincible in inter-breed competition, can be 
attained. One thing sure, it is a matter of record that the most 
outstanding achievements of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in both Amer- 
ica and elsewhere were made before pony type cattle were heard of. 

I definitely do not believe it is necessary to breed two kinds 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, one for the show ring and one for prac- 
tical purposes. Breeders should be able to arrive at some kind of 
an understanding as to what is the best kind for the over-all pic- 
ture, or for the all around purpose beef animal. I believe there 
should be only one kind and that as nearly the all purpose kind it 
is possible for us to breed. We know that the commercial producer 
wants weight as well as quality in his animals and we know from 
experience that other desirable qualities such as compactness, 
smoothness, style and an al] around indication of good breeding 
can be combined with proper size for the most economical com- 
merical production. 
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I N our preceding article we discussed the fundamentals of found- 


my idea as to the kind of females one should select for a founda- 
tion herd. But in a way, I have been leading up to it and I shall 
now try to describe the type of Aberdeen- 
Angus female I would choose for a foun- 
dation unit. As we have already discuss- 
ed the advantages of the right kind of 
inheritance and other phases of a desir- 
able back ground, the individual phase 
alone will now be considered. 

Of first importance, the Aberdeen- 
Angus female should display what might 
be termed feminine charm which would 
include something which is difficult to 
describe, The French might call it “race” 
and the English would probably use the 
word equivalent to it, “breeding.” It is 
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something that indicates the inheritance of great blood. It bears 
the mark of the aristocrat. It embodies refinement, style and all 
around attractiveness. This requisite may be more of an intangible 
nature than fundamental yet I very strongly feel that it means a 
great deal when it comes to the kind of a producing female that is 
an asset. rather than a liability to a herd. 

Speaking basically, some of the qualities which, to me, seem 
most important in an Aberdeen-Angus female are straight lines, 
quality and smoothness of fleshing, width and depth of body, a 
smooth tail setting, depth and thickness of hindquarters, legs of 
medium size, bone of good quality, legs squarely set under each 
corner, a good head which means a moderately pronounced poll, 
good width between the eyes and not too much length between the 
eye and the muzzle. The eye should be bright, indicating alertness, 
although this should fall short of excitability and nervousness 
which are objectionable traits. The neck should be reasonably 
short and should blend smoothly into the shoulders which should 
not be prominent. Bulldog shoulders are extremely undesirable in 
a female. They are objectionable also in the male although more 
coarseness can be tolerated in the case of the male than in the 
female. I like an all around compactly built low set animal al- 
though I think extremes can be reached in shortening the leg. 
Cattle are supposed to have legs that will carry them over all kinds 
of country and they are not expected to waddle around like a fat 
pig. Depth, compactness and thickness can be attained and still 
have legs of enough length to properly serve the animal under all 
conditions. 

I lay particular stress on disposition. A quiet, well behaved 
animal is a joy to handle whereas a mean and excitable one is dis- 
agreeable to have around and a liability to any herd. And one 
should always bear in mind that. disposition is something that 18 
extremely susceptible to inheritance. 

I like cows of medium size. In fact, I should prefer them to 
be a little on the small order rather than on the large and coarse 
side. I have always found that the smaller and more refined cow 
is the most reliable producer of show animals and I am not speak- 
ing now of the extremely small pony type animal. But coarseness 
and unusual size in cows should be avoided. If more size in the 
offspring is desired, this can be accomplished by using a bull com- 
bining more scale and ruggedness. 


The combined qualities I have mentioned pretty much typify > 


my ideal Aberdeen-Angus female although I have probably over- 
looked some which would make the animal I have described more 
nearly approach perfection. We all know, however, that perfec- 


tion can not be attained in any one animal. The best we can do in 
assembling a group of females for a foundation herd is to have 
them come up to our ideal as nearly as possible in average quality. 
If this is done and the animals have a background such as we have 
discussed, the new breeder is well on his way to a successful career.

T the Nebraska Breeders’ Show and 
Sale last March in Columbus a bull 
sold for $500.00 to one “Charles A. 
Anderson, Korea.” A joint gift of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation and the Nebraska Breeders he went 
to the former president of the Cornhusker 
Doddie group, now a Lieutenant Colonel in 
charge of civilian affairs in that oriental 
country.

“To say that I was thrill- 
ed when I saw this animal 
swung from the steamship, 
Oregon, to the lighter which 
brought him ashore at In- 
cion, Korea is preg it 
mildly. I thought of all my 
old friends in the Aberdeen- 
Angus fraternity and wish- 
ed they were here to enjoy 
the sight with me to specu- 
late what this gift would 
mean to these people nine 
thousand miles away from 
the givers. I am taking 
this opportunity to thank 
you for the Korean people 
as well as for myself and 
assure you that this gift is 
appreciated more than mere 
words can express. 

“Gay Command arrived in 
excellent condition after an 
ocean voyage of twenty- 
four days. On board ship he lived in an 
especially built stall that was lashed on 
the deck of the ship. He was cared for dur- 
ing the voyage by a soldier on orders to 
Korea, and upon arriving he was put in 
quarantine and inoculated against the sev- 
eral diseases that endanger cattle in the 
Orient. One of these fatal diseases is 
known as Rinderfest. Enough extra food 
was shipped with him that it has been 
Possible to make the change over to an Ori- 
ental diet gradually with the result that he 
has gained almost fifty pounds during the 
Process, ’ 

“Here in Korea cattle furnish all the 


_ Power on the farms as well as practically 
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the only sources of meat supply. There are

‘A well planned program 
is being worked out in the 
use of the Aberdeen-Angus 
bull with the hope that a 
better animal will be the re- 
sult.

tle we had previously handled. For Mr. 
McHenry was the heaviest buyer at the 
sale, taking practically thé entire ‘show 


Yherd. This was only natural, as anyone 


who knew “W. A.” could tell you. His 
ambition and energy was limitless and he 
was constantly trying to improve his herd. 
However, Mr. McHenry was never a cat- 
tle trader—always a breeder. Purchases 
were made only if he thought an animal 
would improve the herd both directly, and 
through its calves. A banker by profession 
and a large scale cattle feeder before going 
into the pure bred Aberdeen-Angus business 
he was a man of considerable wealth. He 
was a self-made man and to many seemed 
to be too brusk and strong-willed. While 
ordinarily a man of few words he could 
talk for hours on the subject closest to his 
*#heart—his Aberdeen-Angus herd. 
’ Mr. McHenry was the fairest of men. In 
the nearly seventeen years I worked for 
him, or until the herd was dispersed be- 
cause of his advanced age, we never had a 
serious disagreement. e didn’t always 
see things alike but we would talk the mat- 
ter over, each presenting his side. Many 
times the phone would ring later and W. A. 
would say: “Well, Johnie, I have been think- 
ing things over. Better do it your way.” 
Anything that was needed for the comfort 
or improvement of the herd was provided. 
There never was a better place to work. 
He really loved his cattle. He liked to 
follow them on the show circuit, helping 
get them ready and bringing back the rib- 
bons when they returned from the ring. If 
they were blue or purple ribbons he per- 
sonally pinned them up for the public to 


see. The ribbons and awards for first places 
and championships won over the years 
totaled over 2,000 by the time the herd was 
sold. Although he always had a room at a 
hotel down town while on the show circuit 
many times the room would not be used. 
Instead he would stay in the barn with his 
cattle and “the boys.” He was a familiar 
sight on the show circuit in his old smock,

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Aberdeen-Angus Futurity over Top 
Breeders Nominate 2988 Females and 318 Bulls 


HE Acting Secretary of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Futurity reports 
more nominations than the directors 

anticipated for the first showing to be held 
sometime in the latter part of 1948. A total 
of 318 bulls and 2988 females have been 
nominated along with extra payments made 
on 71 calves, resulting in a total initial prize 
of $10,810.00. These nominations were re- 
ceived from coast to coast and from Mexico 
to Canada. A total of 179 farms located 
in 24 states and Canada have joined in this 
outstanding breed-promotion plan. 

Naturally, the Futurity backers are 
sorry that breeders in Pennsylvania, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Georgia, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Colorado, Arkansas, the Dakotas 
and the rest of the states did not see fit to 

rticipate, but they think that to have one- 

alf of the states and all the major farms 
represented is a wonderful showing, and it 
is gratifying to exceed the goal set by the 
directors. 

The largest nominator in total dollars 
was Ellerslie, Charlottesville, Virginia, fol- 
lowed by Penney & James, of Hamilton, 
Missouri, and Le Baron, Warrenton, Vir- 
ginia. Three farms tied in nominating the 
greatest number of bulls, with seven each: 
Otto Nobis, Wilton Farms, Davenport, 
Iowa; Le Baron Farm, Warrenton, Virginia; 
and Ellerslie, Charlottesville, Virginia. The 
largest number of cows was nominated b 
Penney & James, Hamilton, Missouri, wi 
an even 100. Kentucky led all the ‘states 
in largest number of nominators—23—and 
in total dollars—$1316.00. Illinois was sec- 
ond, with 22 nominators and $1063.00; Mis- 
souri third, with 14 nominators and 
$1048.00. 

Several of the breeders who didn’t nom- 
inate and some of those who did still do not 
understand all the rules and the many ad- 
vantages to be gained through such nomin- 
ations. There are four major objectives 
which the Futurity is expected to accom- 
plish: 

(1) Provide the largest single show- 
ing of beef cattle ever held in this 
country. 

(2) Gain nationwide publicity via net- 
work radio, national magazines and 
newspapers from coast to coast. 

(3) Increase the price of young stock 
and all breeding stock. 

(4) Be the stepping-stone to a select 
sale which can be the highlight of 
the sale season. 


With almost 3,000 cows nominated, there 
will be an equal number of calves eligible 
for the Futurity, and it is absolutely neces- 
sary that nominators keep all of these calves 
eligible in order to bring up the prize 
fund to the desired $25,000.00 figure. They 
have almost $11,000.00 now—and this does 
not include-the donations which have been 

romised from outside sources. If the 

reeders will keep most of the calves eligi- 
ble, another $10,000.00 in prize money will 
be collected prior to the date of showing— 
and even though a breeder may fee] that 
some of the calves should be dropped when 
the next payment becomes due, we sincerely 
hope that all will be kept eligible so as to 
insure the success of this, the initial 


Futurity. 


Each nominator should bear in mind that 
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there will be six separate classes: three 
for bulls and three for females—and in 
order for the nominator to have the best 
possible chance of winning, it is essential 
that he keep as many animals eligible to 
each class as he can. After all, you never 
know what will happen to an animal 
between now and show time. If you have 
seven or eight eligible in each class from 
which to pick, your chances of winning are 
just that much better. 

Another important factor to bear in mind 
is the 1949 showing in which junior year- 
lings will participate. Even if you do not 
anticipate showing all your calves the first 
year, you still must keep them eligible in 
order to show them in 1949. The calf that 
looks the best this year and on which you 
place your greatest hope in the 1948 Futur- 
ity may not be the best when the 1949 
showing comes around. The payment is 
small and the prize money greater by sev- 
eral times than that offered at any other 
show—so our advice is, keep them ill 
eligible! ° 

Each nominator will receive a list of the 
cows and bulls he has made eligible along 
with the eligibility blanks for their calves 
sometime prior to February 10th. The next 
payment on the calves must be made on or 
before March 1, 1948. Along with the 
eligibility blanks for the calves will be in- 
cluded complete instructions so that there 
can be no chance for error or misunder- 
standing. 

This is your Futurity—the Futurity of 
the various people making nominations, and 
each and every nominator has a voice in 
its operation. Let’s all work together to 
make it the outstanding breed promotion 
ever attempted in this country 4 any breed. 
Remember, that deadline for keeping the 
calves eligible is March 1st. 

Below is a complete list of all nomina- 
tions by states. If you sent in nominations 
prior to the closing date and your name 
isn’t on this list, check with the Acting 
Secretary immediately, as your letter may 
have gone astray.

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History repeated itself and a young man 
of a family long known to followers of the 
Blacks, formally introduced himself to the 
Aberdeen-Angus world in the Thirteenth 
Annual Joplin Junior Beef Show at the Jop- 
lin Stock Yards in Joplin, Missouri. 

Robert Elliott Brown, an 11-year-old 
Miami, Oklahoma, youth, was the proud 
owner and exhibitor of the Aberdeen-Angus 
steer which was named as grand champion 
of this most recent of a long succession of 
junior beef exhibits in this southwest Mis- 
souri city. The fact that young Bobby won 
this show is not at all surprising to those 
who know the family background of this 
youthful Doddie lover, rather it was to be 
expected. The boy is but the latest link in 
a long established chain. 

Bobby’s father, R. L, Brown, of Miami, 
showed the grand champion steer at the 
first Joplin Junior Beef Show in 1931, and 
it was extremely difficult following the 
1947 version to tell who was most pleased, 
father or son. Naturally enough, young 
Brown’s father won his titlé with an Aber- 
deen-Angus steer. 

R. L. Brown is currently known to Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders as herdsman of the 
famous S. C. Fullerton Estate Sunbeam 
Farms herd, but Bobby’s heritage does not 
stop there. John B. Brown, of Rose Hill, 
owa, is a name that needs no introduction. 


; It has been the privilege of few men still 


active in Aberdeen-Angus affairs to see as 
much breed history written as has John 
rown; or to have had as active a part in 
writing it. John is a great-uncle of Bobby. 
And if one were to visit Holly Grove 
Farms in Crenshaw, Mississippi, there they 
would find Jess Brown, Bobby’s grand- 
father, as general manager of this fam 
herd. Bobby’s uncle, Jess Brown, Jr., won 
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the grand championship of the Joplin Junior 
Beef Show in 1936, again with an Aberdeen- 
Angus steer. 

Bobby’s initial venture into the spotlight 
proved a profitable one too, for his steer, 
which weighed 920 pounds, sold in the auc- 
tion ririg at 65 cents a pound to Safeway 
Stores, Inc., grossing $598.00. 


grand champion 4-H ribbon at the Fair and 
stood second in the open class to the grand 
champion cow of the Indiana Spring Sale in 
1946. She is an outstanding individual and 
produced an excellent calf for us this 
spring, this calf is now being fed for the 
1948 4-H steer classes. 

Our chain three cow also’came from Ten- 
nessee and out of the same Sire as the num- 
ber two cow.

He proved 
to be a good breeding bull. 

In 1947 we bred our number 2-3-4 cows 
to an outstanding Grandson of Hileenmere 
85th. This bull is a son of 410th from the 
Cole herd and has a Burgess Marshal] dam. 
He is a promising bull and we hope to get 
some good calves from him in 1948. 

During the summer of 1947 we purchased 
a son of Michael Envoy of Greenbriar from 
Greenmere Farms. This calf has seven 
champions in his pedigree and is an out- 
standing calf himself. We are expecting 
him to make a good herd sire for our 1949 
and 1950 calves, we expect to set the type 
in our female herd with this bull. He is a 
half brother to the 1946 Ohio grand cham- 
pion female and a half brother to one of 
the good cows in the Greenmere show herd 
this year.

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The Hills of the Sand Hills 


HIS article is about a few of the obser- 
vations I gathe on a recent trip to 
the Sand Hills Ranch Area of 

Nebraska, but mostly a little story about a 
family’s experience with rdeen-Angus 
and Hereford cattle. 

Hill is the name of the family who has 
lived for many years in the rolling, sandy 
hills south of Johnstown, Nebraska; and the 
story starts with a father and mother who 
had the faculty for knowing how to raise 
a couple of baby boys in such a way that 
they became young men who are now a 
valuable addition to the community in which 
they live. The boys are Charles and Harold 
Hill, young fellows, in their early twenties, 
who have learned the cattle business in the 
hard and practical way. They started fol- 
lowing their dad around on the ranch as 
soon as they were old enough to ride horses, 
and when they were not in school they help- 
ed with the cattle every day, from the 
branding in the spring, when the Ss iS 

n and the hills are covered with wild 

Reotera, until the final roundup of calves 
for market in the fall. 

The branding season is one of the big 
events of the Sand Hills, when the ranchers 
and their wives go from ranch to ranch for 
the branding. e women help each other 
in preparing the big noon meal for twenty 
to thirty people, while the men show their 
skill; some with the rope and horse, riding 
in and roping a calf by the hind leg, and 
then the horse pulling the calf out to where 
the branding irons are kept at a white heat 
by one of the older men, who takes great 
pride in the way he banks and tends his 
fire. At this stage, the young men, who 
are the calf wrestlers, and work in teams 
of two, grab the calf and over he goes, to 
be branded and vaccinated for black leg. 
In about two minutes from the time the 
rope hits the calf, he is up and making a 
scared, wild run for his mama. 

The Hill boys not only helped with the 
branding, but they worked right on into the 


‘hot summer days when the sun and wind 


scorched those treeless hay meadows, and 
men with horses and tractors toil from day 
light to dark, to put up the hundreds of 
tons of hay which is needed on each ranch 
to take care of the cattle through the winter 
storms which sometimes tax both men and 
their cattle to the limit of endurance. 

The Hill boys had learned the cattle busi- 
ness from their father, who gave them their 
first cow, a Hereford, when they were only 
nine and twelve years old. During the next 
four years their little herd increased to a 
place where they had quite a start in the 
cow business. About this time they chang- 
ed to Aberdeen-Angus cattle, primarily to 
be able to tell their cattle at a glance from 
those of their father. They started with a 
few Aberdeen-Angus, and their herd grew 
until a couple of years ago the father de- 
cided to turn the ranch over to the boys on 
a fifty-fifty basis. The boys put in as their 
share one hund and twenty-five cows 

ainst the same amount of their father’s 

erefords, and running the two breeds in 
the same pastures, winter and summer, ex- 
cept awhile during the b ing season when 
they were divi so that each herd of cows 
could be bred to good registered bulls of 
their respective breeds. This has given the 
Hills an opportunity to make some very 
worthwhile comparisons, and here is what 
they told me in regard to the comparisons: 

During the hard winter weather the 
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Hereford cows will be bunched at the gate 
waiting for the hay wagon, while the Aber- 
deen-Angus cows will be in the hills hunt- 
ing grass. And they have decided that in 
rustling ability under tough ‘conditions, the 
Aberdeen-Angus cows are much the better. 

That although the Herefords quite often 
have pink eye, the Aberdeen-Angus in the 
same pasture do not take it, or if they do, 
have it in a light form; and they never had 
a case of cancer eye in the Aberdeen-Angus. 

But the thing which pleases the boys the 


most is the fact that the Aberdeen-Angus 
calves have outweighed their father’s Here- 
fords every year. At first, their father 
thought it was an accident, but this year. 
after the Aberdeen-Angus calves outweigh. 
ed the Herefords twenty pounds, 370 pounds 
to 390 pounds at sale time, and the short 
yearlings sold at the same time weighed 
430 pounds and the Aberdeen-Angus : 500 
pounds, he decided, as he told me, there 
must be something to it, as they do it every 
year. 

So the time is not far distant, when no 
doubt, the herd will be all Aberdeen-Angus,

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Cridlan Herd 50 Years Old © 


ROM a recent issue of the “Farmers 
A Weekly” of England comes a story on 

the golden anniversary of an Aberdeen- 
cus herd in that country, a herd which 
has written a lot of breed history through 
its winnings at the great Smithfield Fat 
Stock Show. It is the famous Maisemore 
herd of J. L. Cridlan, of Gloucester, found- 
ed by his father, J. J. Cridlan, in 1897. A 
third generation, John Cridlan, is also an 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder in Berkshire. 

The name “Maisemore” and “Cridlan” 
are both well known in America, with Crid- 
lan Evergreens a popular and not too plen- 
tiful family. But the founder of the herd, 
and the present owner, probably have taken 
the most pride in the way the Cridlan Dod- 
dies have performed in the feed lot, and 
the cuampionship carcasses which: have been 
produced. - For J. J. Cridlan was in the beef 

@usiness in London before he moved, back 
to Gloucester to produce prime beef on his 
own acres. And his son, J. L. Cridlan, is 
a practical cattleman who keeps one eye on 
what we in America call “the business end 
of the business.” 

The 100-year old Smithfield Club has 
been a powerful factor in Great Britain, 
and indirectly in this country, in setting 
high standards in finished beef. Its spon- 
sorship of a class for animals “under fifteen 
months” did much to popularize baby beef 
and early maturity. And in so doing it 
one the Aberdeen-Angus a chance to add 
resh laurels in inter-breed competition. In 
all Maisemore has taken ten grand cham- 
pionships at Smithfield since the Cridlan 
herd first started showing in 1910. Of this 
number eight were with pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus and two with Angus crossbreds. 
In breeding cattle the record has also been 
much above average—ten championships at 
the Royal and three at the Highland. 

Mr. Cridlan believes that his best beef 
animal at Smithfield, from the standpoint 
of economy of production, was in his 1938 
champion. A Doddie heifer that weighed 
1,406 pounds at two years, eleven months 
and one week, she dressed out 69.47 per 
cent. She was a Pride of Maisemore. And 
while he has had heavier champions by age 
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—the 1914 champion which weighed 1,493 
pounds at two years, seven months and 
three weeks; and his 1935 champion which 
weighed 1,508 pounds at two ram eleven 
months and a week—the 1938 heifer is still 
his choice for economical production of top 


Of the breeding herd the “Farmers Week- 
ly” says: 

“The Evergreens and the Prides are the 
most successful families in the herd today. 
Both were among the blood lines which 
went, to the foundation of the herd in 1897. 
When, a few days ago, a Pride led her 
breed at Hertfordshire show, she was the 
100th representative of that family while 
the Evergreens have now reached 200. 

“Grand cattle these—wealthy, straight on 
all their lines and with the kindly look of 
the good doer. 

“The herd was goed founded with 
Evergreens, Prides, Blackbirds, and one or 
two old-fashioned families which have been 
kept going in some cases. The grand cow 
Pride 19th, founded the best branch of the 
Prides at Maisemore. Two daughters are 
still in the herd. Later, Ericas (Estelles 
_ others) were added, together with Jilts, 
etc. 
“There is not room here even to mention 
all the animals which have brought fame to 
the herd, but the two which J. L. Cridlan 
considers to have been the best of their sex 
‘were the bul] Everwise (Royal Champion in 
1909) and the cow, Eve 3rd. 

“Eve 3rd of Maisemore must have been 
one of the most perfect beef animals ever 
seen. The photographs of her preserved at 
Maisemore show an animal of tremendous 
scope, a thick chunky parallelogram of 
beef, yet incredibly neat and with a really 
lovely head. In her seven year show career 
Eve 3rd won no fewer than five gold medals 
at the Royal.” 

The Maisemore cattle are out doors win- 
ter and summer, says the observer. An- 
other point he mentions is the milking 
ability of the cows, each raising a lusty 
calf without additional help. There are a 
number of fourteen and fifteen year old 
cows in the herd, still producing top calves. 


One of the great old cows was Pride 27th of 
Maisemore, who lived to be past eighteen 
years and produced fourteen calves. The 
present stock bull at Maisemore is Pixakin 
of Dalmeny, by the great Jerkin of Bleaton. 

“Mr. Cridlan has pronounced views on 
the breed and on the position of the beef 
producer. ; 

“T asked him to define his ideal Aberdeen- 
Angus. ‘I always look at the head first,’ 
he replied. ‘The key to the animal is its 

hysiognomy; the bright eyes, the good 

readth of head, the alert ear, the general 
liveliness which tells of the contented 
thriver.’ 

“Then you want a block of a body with 
plenty of depth and short legs with good 
top and under line. Although some people 
say Aberdeen-Angus bone is too fine, I fail 
to see that this is so, as the legs can carry 
the necessary weight. 

“Smooth fleshing, with deep quarters and 
smooth shoulders, is most important, as is 
the way the neck ‘flows’ into the body.” 

“As to the position of the beef producer 


‘Mr. Cridlan is a staunch advocate of the 


commercial economy of early maturing 
quality beef. He contends that what may 
be lost in size is amply made up for by a 
higher carcass percentage and finer bone 
which has insignificant value in the car- 
cass. 


New Atom By-Product 


Radiostopes, a by-product of atomic 
bomb manufacture, may soon result in 
healthier live stock. Use of radiostopes, 
and a Geiger counter, enables live stock 
nutritionists for the first time to follow 
the course of any element or compound 
through an animal’s system. is is 
known as the tracer technique. It is 
now possible to find out how copper 
and cobalt, for example, affect cattle 
on pasture. Work is now under way, 
with radiostopes, to determine the min- , 
eral requirements of cattle. 
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The Foot and Mouth Threat Moves Closer 


T may take a Congressional investigation 
to bring out the rotten story back of the 
collapse of the foot-and-mouth disease 

eradication campaign in Mexico. 

Such an_ investigation would reveal, 
among other shocking things, that influ- 
ential Mexican politicians took U. S. dollars 
with one hand and aided in spread of the 
disease with the other. 

It would reveal, also, that there is at 
present not one disease-free area of any 
size within the fifteen states where the in- 
. fection has spread, despite the spending of 
$35,000,000.00 by the U. S. i 

The area of infection, an investigation 
would disclose, has steadily expanded. The 
so-called quarantine line has been moved 
northward—toward the U. S. border—six 


times. 

It may take a Congressional inquiry to 
pull out of U. S. officials the fact that they 
condoned Mexican graft and bribery under 
which millions of dollars found their way 
into the pockets of Mexican government 
officials. 

All of those facts are now known to Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Clinton Anderson and 
his top aides. They now know, if they didn’t 
earlier, that stories of “satisfactory 
progress” given the U. S. public from time 
to time were false. . : 

Some of those who have worked with 
Mexican officials are convinced that the 
latter want the disease to remain in Mexico 
—as long as the U. S. will continue to pour 
millions of dollars into the fight against it. 

Likewise, there is a strong feeling among 
those in the best position to know the facts, 
that the U. S. ought to pull out of Mexico 
immediately and set up a strong defense 
along the U. S.-Mexican border. 


Farm leaders and economists are getting 
cold chills when they look beyond the Mar- 
shall Plan period of aid to Europe and 
wonder what U. S. farmers are going to do 
for export markets. ’ 

The big foreign market which has kept 
farm markets and prices high may sudden- 
ly dry up in another two or three years. 
That, they reason, could lead to the grand- 
daddy of all depressions. 

The things which are causing most cf 
the worry are these: 

1. The temporary aid provision author- 
izing the Secretary of Agriculture to en- 
courage foreign food production through 
price guarantees. 

The effect of that guarantee isn’t likely 
to have any substantial results before 1949 
or 1950. European production should be 
grad well recovered by that time, and U. 

. farmers may find we had built up cheap 
competition in world markets. 

2. The Marshall Plan emphasizing grain 
exports will result in production far in ex- 
cess of diminishing live stock capacity to 
convert that grain into meat, milk and eggs. 

The U. S. is supplying 52 per cent of 
world exports of grains, as against 5 per 
cent pre-war. One good grain crop in the 
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rest of the world could knock the bottom 
out of U. S. export markets. 

3. Less than 40 per cent of the total 
food purchases under the Marshall Plan will 
come from U. S. farms. The plan calls for 
expenditure of two to two-and-a-half billion 
dollars per year for farm products produced 
outside the U. S. 

These add up to worries that U. S. farm- 
ers may, eventually, be sold down the river 
and, to mix metaphors, be left holding the 
bag.

Live stock producers, if 1948 grain pro- 
duction prospects look good, probably will 
be advised next spring to hold back their 
breeding stock and begin increasing their 
herds. 

Some of the top Agriculture Department. 
live stock experts already are becoming 
alarmed by the reduction in breeding stock. 

The feeling of apprehension has become 
more pronounced since this column report- 
ed last month that some USDA officials 
believed cattlemen should start re-building 
their herds in 1948. 

A good grain crop in Europe and the 
countries producing for export, coupled with 
good U. S. prospects, would make an official 
plea to live stock producers virtually cer- 
tain. : 

La 


The USDA Bureau of Animal] Industry, 
in cooperation with dairy and beef cattle 
associations, will swing into action next 
spring with a nation-wide campaign to wipe 
out brucellosis. : 

The campaign, plans for which were laid 
at several meetings over the past few 
months, is to follow lines of the county-by- 
county attack of recent years on tick fever 
and tuberculosis. 

A big hurdle, the BAI says, in brucellosis 
control is the differing state laws which 
obstruct widespread knowledge and use of 
standard. treatments. 

Live stock officials in nearly all of the 
states have pledged cooperation in pushing 
for changes in present laws in about half 
the states, to clear the way for use of four 
“standard procedures.” 

Plan A calls for tests and slaughter 
of reactors, with or without calf vac- 
cination. 

Plan B provides for calf vaccination, 
with reactors to be kept in herds only 
until they can be slaughtered without 
undue loss. 

Plans C and D are variations of the 
first two, to be used only ‘in special 
circumstances. ie 


Extension of price supports and develop- 
ment of a well-rounded land use policy cov- 
ering soil, water and timber conservation 
are at the top of list of farm legislation

which Congress has on its calendar for this 
session. 

Both of the major general farm organiza- 
tions—the National Grange and the Farm 
Bureau—adopted resolutions at recent na- 
tional conventions urging continuation of 
price supports beyond next December 3ist. 


Both favor a reduction in the minimum 
level of supports now at 90 percent of 
parity on most commodities. Although 
neither farm group named a specific figure, 
the mandatory level may be dropped to | 
per cent of parity. 

Farm leaders generally favor giving the 
Secretary of Agriculture power to establish 
supports at anywhere from 75 or 80 per 
cent of parity on up—as necessary to in- 
duce farmers either to increase or reduce 
production, - 

Half a dozen or more bills have been 
introduced to strengthen programs for the 
conservation of natural resources. The 
Farm Bureau’s bill, introduced by Reps, 
Cooley of North Carolina and Hill of Colo- 
rado would concentrate all soil conserva- 
tion work in the Extension Service. 

The Grange has indicated support for 
proposal by Secretary Anderson to strength- 
en the Soil Conservation Service as the 
major agency for carrying on soil conserva- 
tion work, including that now done under 
AAA direction. 

Although a long-range farm bill cover- 
ing a broad field of government agricul- 
tural activity likely will be introduced most 
farm observers think that Congress will not 
act on it at this session. 


Congressional cloakroom gossipers al- 
ready are speculating on who will be the 
next Secretary of Agriculture—if Republi- 
cans win the Presidency next November. 


Four names are most frequently men- 
tioned as possibilities. These are Senators 
Edward Thye, of Minnesota, and George 
Aiken, of Vermont, and Representatives 
Clifford Hope, of Kansas, and August 
Andresen, of Minnesota. 


GOP old-liners regard Aiken, No. 2 ma- 
jority member of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee, as able—but he too requ 
disagrees with party heads to be reli 
upon. 


Thye, a former governor of Minnesota, 
also is a member of the Agriculture Com- 
mittee and, although serving his first term 
in the Senate, is highly ee by farm 
leaders both in and out of Congress. 


Hope, Chairman of the House Agricul-. 


ture Committee, is one of the most able 
farm leaders in Congress, but he has told 
ane he wouldn’t accept the Agriculture 
pos .

The New Year 


Aberdeen-Angus breeders throughout this 
land have every reason to hold the most 
optimistic outlook for 1948—everything 
connected with the beef cattle business 
points to an era of 
unprecedented de- 
mand for quality 
beef for the consum- 
er’s table. This situa- 
tion in turn demands 
an increase in the 
number of _ better 

roducing cattle— 

tter cows and bet- 
ter bulls must be 
produced and devel- 
oped and put into 
production in every 
section of the beef 
growing industry. 

At the beginning 
- of. 1948 despite the 
many handicaps 
under which we have 
worked for several : 
years past, the JOURNAL is firmly of the 
belief that we as breeders of better cattle 
have progressed wonderfully well—our good 
cattle exist in far greater numbers than at 
any time in the history of the breed in 
America. Greater numbers do not fully 
represent the true situation; for this fact 
is accompanied by a much larger percent- 
age of good cattle in not only the pure bred 
industry but in the commercial or “business 
end of our business” as well. 

Much is yet to be done to place the breed 
still further up the road to success. Closer 
culling of cow herds—saving those top culls 
and placing them into commercial produc- 
ing channels. Those dear old “grannies” 
may well go to market, but the younger 
things that fall short of your pattern for a 
better animal should seek another course. 
The JOURNAL will be happy to confer with 
those having suggestions along the line of 
how we can best assemble these “commer- 
cial prospects” and get them before the 
commercial producers. Here is a program 
that would create an increased market for 
many hundreds more of our good bulls— 
bulls of the type and quality and rugged- 
ness to go into range or commercial service 
and help improve the quality of the feeder 
calves resulting. 

If these young cows and heifers can be 
assembled just ahead of grass. time in num- 
bers running well up into the hundreds there 
is little question but that there will be more 
buyers present than cattle with which to 
take care of their needs, and that the offer- 
ings will bring all they are worth. The 
commercial grower can use them to better 
advantage to himself and the breeding 
business generally than can the packer. 

The breed is annually losing thousands 
of potential. beef producing units through 
the sale of commercially bred heifers along 
with their brothers to be finished in the 
corn belt feed lots. There are plenty buyers 
for these heifers. All that is necessary is 
to properly organize these groups into lots 
of sufficient size to attract buyers, hundreds 
of whom are just waiting and longing for 
an opportunity to sit in and bid on heifer 
calves, in large numbers, with which to 
found new commercial herds. 

Let’s expand our breeding business in a 
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sound, practical way. Every time one 
hundred black cows go out in a bunch to 
work for someone in the commercial busi- 
ness there is a new bull market created. A 
market that will be constant down through 
the years. What we need most is thousands 
more herds of Aberdeen-Angus commercial 
cattle, for after all the commercial produc- 
tion is the “BUSINESS END OF OUR 
BUSINESS.”

Political Confusion 


Confusion confronts the live stock and 
meat industry in 1948 because of threats of 
price controls and rationing, John F. Krey, 
chairman of the board of directors of the 
American Meat Institute, says in a New 
Year’s statement of the meat packing in- 
dustry. Mr. Krey is executive vice-presi- 
dent and general manager of the Krey 
Packing Company, St. Louis. 

“Experience has shown,” Mr. Krey con- 
tinued, “that controls lead to black markets, 
with a small part of the people getting a 
disproportionately large share of the meat 
supply, others getting little or none, and 
black marketeers robbing the public. 

“Also the threat of controls and ‘alloca- 
tion’ of live stock and prevailing feed prices 
are causing uncertainty regarding the 
future among live stick producers. Breed- 
ing stock, in some cases, is being sacrificed. 
The live stock and meat industry, probably 
more than any other industry in the coun- 
try, must have confidence in future stability. 

“Though the ouply of meat will be small- 
er in 1948 than this year, it still will be 
sufficient to provide everyone with more 
than he ate in the pre-war years of 1939-41 
if it is made available through free and 
open channels of trade. Meat production 
next year will be about 21% billion pounds. 
This will allow a civilian consumption of 
about 144 pounds per person, 12 pounds less 
than this year, but 5 pounds above the pre- 
war average, and by utilizing the thriftier 
cuts, which contain the same nutrients as 
the choicer cuts and grades, everyone can 
be assured of an adequate amount of meat 
in his diet.”

CHAPTER IX 


KANSAS, OKLAHOMA AND THE 
GULF STATES 


Kansas was the first state in the Union 
to ship black polled steers to market. These 
were the progeny of the original Geo. Grant 
bulls sent out from Scotland in 1873. 
According to the census of 1930 the state 
ranked fifth in the number of pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus. In the western part of 
the state there are a number of commercial 
herds that make a specialty of producing 
feeder calves, but the majority of Aberdeen- 
_ Angus cattle in Kansas are found on divers- 
ified farms. The program on these farms 
includes a small cow herd, the calves being 
fattened for market on the farm where they 
are produced 

Kansas City, geographically speaking, 
just misses being within Kansas territory, 
and derives much of her wealth and reputa- 
tion, from the productive fields and far- 
flung grazing grounds of the . Sunflower 
State. Eastern Kansas is a rich farming 
country. Leaving—say Manhattan—where 
one of our best agriculture colleges is locat- 
ed—Emporia, Newton or Wichita, a vast 
area is entered where formerly the buffalo 
roamed in herds so numerous as to be com- 
pared by the great Spanish explorer Coro- 
nado with “the sands of the sea.” Still 
farther west we find that, famous old-time 
“cow town” Dodge City. In recent years 
however the plough has been busy on those 
wonderful west Kansas plains, and wheat 
and other crops are being harvested where 
tillage was once deemed quite impracticable. 

Asked for a statement as to the present 
status of the pure bred industry in the state 
Dr. C. W. McCampbell, of the State College 
of Agriculture says: 

“The greatest concentration of pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus will be found in Dickinson 
and Geary counties, This group includes 
J. B. Hollinger; A. J. Schuler & Son; T. I. 
Mullen; we Poland; Roy Poland; Ralph 
Detrich; A. Latzke & Son and Elmer 
Sellin. ‘thie progressive group of breeders 
inaugurated a ‘Better Live Stock Day’ in 
1926 and it has been repeated annually. The 
attendance has averaged approximately 
1000 persons annually. These meetings 
rotate from farm to farm each year. The 
other breeders bring from two to ten of 
their best animals to the farm where the 
current year’s meeting is held. They with 
the best cattle of the host, are grouped by 
sex and age—tied and displayed where and 
in such a manner that they may be easily 
seen and inspected by visitors. The fore- 
noon is given over to inspecting these ani- 
mals and to a judging contest for 4-H Club 
members and Vocational Agriculture stud- 
ents. Several hundred have participated 
each year. Lunch is served at noon. The 
afternoon is given over to a speaking pro- 
gram which is carried to all by amplifiers. 
‘Better Live Stock Day’ has attracted nation- 
wide attention.” 


Kansas State College has maintained a 
select Aberdeen-Angus herd for more than 
sixty years. The present herd is headed by 
the splendid bulls Repeater of Wheatland 
10th, by Repeater of Wheatland; and Reva- 
more, by Barmore 3d, by Revolution 81st, 
and the females are mostly of Prizemere 
and Revolution breeding. The earlier his-

tory of the “doddies” in Kansas carries the 
names of men who will long be remembered 
for their devotion to the black cattle cause. 
Among these were George Grant, of Victor- 
ia; Anderson & Finley, Iola; T. J. McCreary, 
Highland; George A. Whitaker, Louisburg; 
Chas. E. Sutton, Russell; Parker Parrish & 
Co., Raymond; McAdams Bros., Holton; 
Lyman S. Miller, Dighton; J. D. Martin 
& Sons, Lawrence; Balthrope Bros., Whit- 
ing; Emil Headstrom, Burdick; and Johnson 
Workman, of Russell. Certain details as to 
these herds will be found in the volume pre- 
pared by the writer of these notes some ten 
years ago. Probably no one individaul ever 
identified with the business in-the Sun- 
flower State ever gained greater reputation 
than Johnson Workman. His sale of a 
grand champion load of Aberdeen-Angus 
feeeder calves at $26.50 per cwt. in 1927, 
stands as a world record. 


At this writing one of the best known of 
the existing Kansas herds is undoubtedly 
that of Mr. J. B. Hollinger, at Chapman. 
This herd numbers at the present time be- 
tween one hundred and fifty and two 
hundred head. It was founded in 1905 by the 
purchase of thirteen head from the dispersal 
sale at Chicago of the Thos. A. Mattison 
herd, of South Charleston, Ohio. This orig- 
inal purchase was strong in the blood of Gay 
Lad. The herd has been maintained by using 
such bulls as the McHenry bred Blackbird 
Invincible, Star of Denison; Black Educator, 
by Black Woodlawn; Blackbird Cad, by 
Blackcap Poe; Irenmere 6th, by Prizemere 
9th; Revolution 41st, by Blackcap Revolu- 
tion; Revemere of Wheatland 2d, by 
Revolution 41st; Repeater of Wheatland 
(that sired Estamere the 1938 grand cham- 
pion female at the International), by Reve- 
mere of Wheatland 3d; Pride Irenmere of 
Wheatland, undefeated on the state fair cir- 
cuit in 1931 as a three year old, and now in 
service at the University of Nebraska. 

Revemere of Wheatland 2d was unde- 
feated on the state fair circuit as a junior 
yearling and two year old for the seasons 
of 1932 and 1933. The get-of-sire group by 
Revolution 41st was undefeated at state and 
national shows, including the International, 
for the seasons of 1934 and 1935. The cow, 
Chimera, has been Mr. Hollinger’s best 
producer and is certainly one of the great 
cows of the breed. She has had nine heifer 
calves, and the seven older ones have all been 
grand champions at some state or national 
show.. Four of these heifers have been first 
prize winners at Chicago. Chimera never 
had a bull calf. Mr. Hollinger had his first 
public auction May 17, 1939, when fifty-six 
head averaged $324.00. 


Not so many miles from the spot where 
Geo. Grant first introduced Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls to the American cattle trade in 1873, 
Mr. Johnson Workman has been for many 
years past, giving practical demonstrations 
of the value of the blood in the production 
of market-topping feeder calves for com- 
mercial purposes. Grant’s historic experi- 
ment was made on the old buffalo grazing 
grounds of Ellis County. Johnson Workman 
runs his cattle in the adjacent county of 
Russell, both in Central Western Kansas. 
Where the Smoky Hill River winds its 
sinuous course to join with others in the 
making of the “Kaw”, for over thirty years 
now Mr. Workman has been an able persist- 
ent and highly successful breeder of the 


blacks, and at the Kansas City Royal and 
elsewhere the feeder loads from the Work- 
man pastures have made American Fat Stock 
Show history. Mr. Workman first became 
interested in the black cattle in 1910 when 
he and Mr. Chas. E. Sutton formed a partner- 
ship. This joint partnership was dissolved 
after three years, and in the fall of 1913 
Mr. Workman went into business for himself 
and as he states it has been a one man 
proposition ever since. He built up the herd 
until at one time it numbered two hundred 
fifty head. Directing his efforts largely 
along commercial lines he holds the world’s 
record today of $26.50 per cwt. received for 
his feeder calves that won the championship 


at Kansas City in 1927. His 1939 champions 


brought $20.25. At the 1988 show it is said 
that all entries in the Aberdeen-Angus feed- 
er division were from herds based on Work- 
man females. At the 1939 Royal with 
twenty loads of all herds competing, the 
first prize winners, bred and shown by C. 

Mabry, of Lincoln, Kansas, were from 
Workman bulls and females. 

In the fall of 1926 one hundred and ninety- 
five steer calves were sold to the Tolans of 
Illinois. A year later they selected sixty of 
these to show at the International, selling 
the other one hundred and thirty-five on the 
Chicago market, receiving a_ thirty-five 
cent nine months top. In the fall of 1939 
Mr. Workman _ shipped car lots, mostly 
feeder calves, into seven different states; 
most of these shipped on mail orders to cus- 
tomers with whom he has no acquaintance. 
Some of these have bought regularly for 
several years, being obviously well satisfied. 
Calves of Mr. Workman’s production have 
made good records in the hands of 4-H Club 
members although the owner does not like 
to allow the boys to pick calves, until after 
his car lot orders have been pretty well 
filled. 

Mr. Workman has found markets for 
thousands of good Aberdeen-Angus feeders 
and breeding stock belonging to his neigh- 
bors and to his customers in various parts 
of the country; east as far as Connecticut 
and west to Washington, Oregon and 
California. While around one hundred head 
of registered cows are still maintained, more 
attention is paid to the handling of commer- 
cial cattle. The proprietor says:

During my 
thirty years with Aberdeen-Angus I have 
taken advantage of every opportunity to 
help place Aberdeen-Angus cows and heif- 
ers on farms and ranches, instead of allow- 
ing them to go to feed lots.”

“Mr. Workman is really the daddy of 
the Aberdeen-Angus feeder show here.

This fall, thirty-five of the pens in the 
feeder division were filled with the Doddies, 
and while Mr. Workman’s cattle headed 
both the calf and yearling classes in their 
division, he is looking forward with positive 
pleasure to the day when some of the other 
exhibitors improve their quality enough to

im. 


Fred P. Chilen, of Miltonvale, Cloud 
County, in the Republican River Valley, 
bought sixty head of grade Aberdeen-Angus 
heifer calves in the Kansas City Yards in 
the year 1915. Having difficulty at that 
time in locating good Aberdeen-Angus bulls, 
he bought and used two Galloways. The 
first year he had sixty calves, which he fed 


out for “baby beef”. In 1918 he sold the 
grade cows for ninety dollars per head. All 


in all, during the three years he handled 


these grades he found that he had sold elev- 
en thousand dollars worth of cattle. “That”, 
he says, “convinced me.” 

In 1918 he bought three pure bred cows 
and two heifer calves from the state college 
farm at Manhattan. Also two heifer calves 
from Wm. Ljungdahl. That fall he obtained 
from J. C. Simpson, Eufala, Oklahoma, a 
Senior bull calf shown at the Topeka Fair. 
Such was the beginning. This first herd bull 
was Preparedness Clip, used for six years. 
He was followed by a son of Earl Marshall, 
and one of his bull calves. Next came Revo- 
lution of Wheatland 35th, and at this writing 
the herd, which now numbers about one 
hundred and forty head, is headed by Qual- 
ity Sunbeam 9th. In 1924 Mr. Chilen show- 
ed at nine state and national fairs, winning 
$1800.00 in money and numerous trophies, 
In January 1940 his son exhibited a steer at 
Denver, winning first and reserve champion- 
ship of F. F. A. division. He says: “My 
slogan is ‘the best cattle in the world can be 
grown here as well as anywhere else”’, add- 
ing facetiously, “We have plenty of grass, 
water and fresh air.” 


One of the newer Kansas herds is that 
cf Mr. C. E. Reed, a business man of Wich- 
ita. He began in the fall of 1938, attending 
sales in various states in quest only of the 
best to be had. He already owns some sixty 
females, obtained mainly from such sources 
as L. McWhorter & Son, Milo Sheats and 
J. L. Hamilton, of Mercer County, Illinois; 
Paul Graham, Garrett Tolan, Clarence Quin- 
tal, all of Illinois; L. R. Kershaw, Judge 
Fullerton, both of Oklahoma; Spindletop 
Farms, Kentucky; J. B. Hollinger, of Kan- 
sas; and others. The chief stock bull to 
date has been Blackcapper 4th of Sunbeam, 
ason of Black Peer of St. Albans and 
Spindletop Pride Boy 559697. Mr. Reed 
has also acquired a son of Black Prince of 
Sunbeam named Ever Prince of Sunbeam, 
selected by Dean Blizzard, of the Oklahoma 
College, as a youngster of great promise. 
In addition to this he has a young Glencar- 
nock Elba bull and a son of an outstanding 
Earl Marshall bred cow being held for stock 


purposes.

Four miles northwest of Eureka in South 
Central Kansas is the Dalebanks herd of E. 
L. Barrier, now numbering around three 
hundred head. It was founded in 1904 by 
the purchase of females sired by such bulls 
as Imp. Eric 7th of Keillor Park, Imp. 
Prince Lorgie, Imp. Earl Eric of Ballindal- 
loch and Imp. Eliminator of Ballindalloch. 
These cows were mainly from the herds of 
Hugh W. Elliott, L. McWhorter and W. A. 
McHenry and Escher & Son. Among the 
stock bulls used by Mr. Barrier have been 
Black Bannock, by Black Peer; Eric Ban- 
nock from an Earl Eric of Ballindalloch 
dam, Elbert Elliott out of Imp. Elga of 
Langshott; and Even Marshall J. 2d, an 
International winner whose heifers, bred to 
the bull Blackcap Repeater, have produced 
some of the best animals in the herd. 
Repeater was the son of Blackcap Revolu- 
tion Again, own brother to the 1923 Inter- 
national grand champion. His dam was by 
Prizemere 9th, second dam by Oakville Quiet 
Lad. At Dalebanks there are also a lot of 
good cows got by Revolution Progressor, a 
son of Revolution 100th. Evaxus Prince 2d, 
present herd sire is a great sire of the right 
type of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

Asked for a statement as to the general 
policy he has pursued, Mr. Barrier says: 

“We have tried not to be misled by fam- 
ily names or fads. We have looked to the 
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individuality of the animal, and to the num- 
ber of good cattle and good breeders whose 
names appear in the pedigree. Like begets 
like, and the good or bad qualities in a bull’s 
ancestry will be very apt to appear in his 
calves. 

“We do not, show our top cattle. We 
sell them or retain them to build up the 
herd. We sell on the open market all cattle 
that we discard as not being up to the stand- 
ard we set for our breeding stock, and these 
discards have been topping the Kansas City 
market for many years. For instance in 
January, 1935, twenty-five of our mixed 
yearlings, discards, sold to the Cudahy 
Packing Company at $10.00 a hundred. 
This was $1.50 a hundred above any mixed 
yearlings on the Kansas City yards that 
day, and 75 cents above any mixed yearlings 
on that market since January, 1931. 

“January 19, 1936, a load of our yearling 
steers sold on the Kansas City market at a 
$1.25 top, and topped that market for a year, 
and equalled the January top for seven 
years. In January of this year a like load 
of yearlings put a $1.00 top on the Kansas 
City market, and topped that market from 
the middle of January last year until the 
tenth of June, this year. This is what our 
cull cattle have consistently done on the 
market.” 

Mr. Barrier died in the spring of 1943. 
The herd will be continued by his daughter, 
Mrs. Alice Barrier Perrier. 


The Simon Angus Farm, owned by Mrs. 
John A. Simon, is located eight miles west 
of the Union Stock Yards, Wichita, Kansas. 
They started breeding Aberdeen-Angus in 
1931 and have been improving the herd ever 
since. 

The first herd bull used was Playman of 
Sunbeam 4th 406563, a son of Playman of 
Sunbeam. This was an outstanding bull 
and sired a lot of the right kind of cattle. 
They then purchased Borealis of Old Frank- 
lin 2d 474968 from which they have retained 
a select group of females. A little later 
they purchased Burgess 25th 472598, a 
grandson of Earl Marshall 183780. This 
was a low-set, deep-bodied bull with a good 
head. They also have retained a nice group 
of females by him. In 1938 they purchased 
Revolution of Muskogee 544253, one of the 
greatest sons of Revolution 81st 419223. 
The calves they are getting by this bull are 
proving very satisfactory. Another bull in 
service is Erian B. 2d 540884, sired by the 
1939 International grand champion bull, 
Envious Blackcap B. 6th 504417, and out of 
the great old Revianna 449089 cow that has 
produced many of the Browns’ show cattle. 
He is a full brother to Erianna B. 6th, the 
1940 International grand champion cow. 
Erian B. 2d was a great show bull himself. 
Other bulls in service are Eileenmere 374th 
603985, a son of LEileenmere 85th 470007; 
Eileenmere G. 10th 497541, a grandson of 
Eileenmere 32d. 

The cow herd consists of about one hun- 
derd head. The foundation cows were four 
cows purchased from Johnson Workman in 
1931, all sired by A. Marshall Revolution 
436096. Two of these foundation cows are on 
the farm at this time. Some of the other cows 
in the herd at this time are Black Erica 12th 
409676, a granddaughter of Erwin C. 136- 
625; Petrie’s Birdie 421014, tracing to Black 
Woodlawn on both sides; Dulce 14th of Sun- 
beam 543435, a granddaughter of Revolu- 
tion 100th 429423; Blackbird Iren of 
Wheatland 591654, tracing back to Revolu- 
tion 41st 415473; Queen’s Lady P. 2d 572- 
482, a daughter of the great breeding bull 
Hanes’ Eileenmere 2d 523066. They also 


have a good group of young cows that are 
granddaughters of Blackcap Revolution

287269 and have retained a select group of 
heifers by Revolution of Muskogee 544253. 

In 1932 they bred and showed the grand 
champion steer at the Kansas National Fat 
Stock Show in Wichita, Kansas. This calf 
was sired by Playman of Sunbeam 4th. 
Then in 1935 and 1938 they again had the 
champion steer at the Kansas National Fat 
Stock Show. In 1939 they fitted their first 
heifer sired by Burgess 25th 472598. She 
was shown at the Kansas State Fair and 
was reserve champion in the 4-H Club and 
second in-the open class. One year later 
they showed the same heifer to the cham- 
pionship at the Kansas State Fair at Hutch- 
inson, Kansas. In 1940 they made their 
first showing at the American Royal and 
won four seconds.. Since that time they 
have shown at the major shows throughout 
the country, winning many blue ribbons as 
well as others. The cattle are being stead- 
ily improved. 


The B. F. Breyfogle operations, Garden 
City, Kansas, started in 1915 with grade 
cows and registered Aberdeen-Angus bulls. 
Fifteen registered cows were purchased in 
1919 from E. B. Sears, of Garden City. 
Sears’ cattle originally came from Harris- 
ville, Missouri. The cattle are handled on 
a five thousand acre tract of grass twenty- 
seven miles northeast of Garden City, just 
south of Dry Lake. 

Both registered breeding cattle and com- 
mercial cattle are produced. Since 1930 
feeder calves have gone regularly to the 
feed lot of Edward Kinsinger, of Chenoa, 
Illinois. At the time of the great drouth 


in 1935 the cattle numbered over five hun- 
dred head and it was neccessary to sell or 
move practically all-the cattle from the 
ranch, One car load of cows was sent to 
Illinois under contract to Robert Vaughn, of 
Chenoa, to give Mr. Vaughn the calves for 
wintering the cows. Four cars of cows 
were wintered under similar contracts. 

The calf, Whiz Bang, shown by Robert 
Vaughn, Jr., was one of these calves, He 
was the grand champion at the Illinois State 
Fair in 1936, and grand champion of the 
junior show at the 1936 International. 

One of the most satisfactory phases of 
this business has been the furnishing of 
calves to junior feeders, the cattle breeders 
of tomorrow. Many a lad has become an 
enthusiastic booster of Aberdeen-Angus 
after showing calves from this herd to 
championship or near champ places in the 
various shows—Chicago, Kansas City, Den- 
ver, Oklahoma City, and some of the Kan- 
sas shows. 

From the year 1934 to the fall of 1939 was 
a drouth period and this section of Kansas 
was known as the “Dust Bowl”. There was 
no pasture and very little feed raised. It 
was necessary to keep the cattle in other 
sections both winter and summer. In 1940 
all cattle still owned were returned to the 
ranch. The drouth period yielded lots of 
experience but little money. While the 
cattle were moving they made friends for 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed. Usually the pas- 
ture and wintering bills were paid in cattle 
and in this way started new herds. About 
ten herds started in this manner.

Messrs. Parrish and Miller started with 
three imported cows—Atalanta 5468 bred 
by Lord Tweedmouth, Guisachan, Scot- 
land; Susan 3d of Wester Fowlis 4232 
bred by James Strachan, West Fowlis, 
Alford, Scotland; and Mabel of Gobin- 
tassie 4182 bred by W. Davie, Bogintassie, 
Scotland. 

In 1904 the Sunflower herd consisted of 
three hundred head, and was the largest 
herd of. registered Aberdeen-Angus in 
America. It was one of the pioneer herds in 
the middle west, and has furnished founda- 
tion stock for many of the herds in the 
west.

30645, a son of Gay Lad; Black Erwin C.

Mr. Harry E. Peirce, of Partridge, Kansas, 
purchased his first Aberdeen-Angus com- | 
mercial cattle in the spring of 1938, consist- — 
ing of seventeen yearling steers, twenty- 
three heifers and a short, thick young 
registered bull, Burgess E. He is a grandson 
of Revolution 7th, traces four times to Ear] 
Marshall and to six International grand 
champions. He fed the steers five months — 
and they brought fifty cents over top at 
Kansas City. He has had Aberdeen-Angus 
ever since. 

In the fall of 1989 he purchased the 
registered heifer calf crop of Johnson Work- 
man. They were mostly of Eileenmere oe 
and Prince Marshall breeding. He dispo 
of all of his commercial cattle to two dif- 
ferent parties in January 1941 at a nice 
profit. He then purchased a good son of 
Black Prince of Sunbeam and a double 
grandson of Black Peer of St. Albans, at 
Judge Fullerton’s sale in June 1940. He 
has produced in his first crop of calves some 
very good show prospects, reproducing the 
good qualities of his sire and grandsire. 
Two young bulls stood first in their respec- 
tive classes at the Mid-Kansas spring show, 
one of them being the youngest in his class, 
The only registered heifer he had by the 
Burgess E. bull placed first in a class of six 
in the summer yearling class and it wag 
also an August 20th calf. 

Mr. Peirce attended the eastern Iowa sale 
in 1940 and purchased two good grand- 
daughters of Bell Boy M. K., one being the 
second top in the sale and in calf to Bell 
Boy A. She dropped a very good bull calf 
that stood first in his class at both of the 
spring shows and elicited very favorable 
comment from the judge as being the type 
that breeders were striving for. In Feb- 
ruary 1941 he purchased a choice Bandolier 
bull and heifer from Henry Schmuecker & 
Sons, Amana, Iowa, both being by the good 
bull Eric Bandolier of Brookdale. Two J. F. : 
McKenny heifers were purchased at about 
the same time from Charles T. Bates, Ada, 
Oklahoma, and in calf to Burgess Lad 24, 
an E. T. Davis bull. They had a fine bull” 
and heifer calf. The heifer placed first in 
senior heifer class at the Mid-Kansas show 

The herd numbers eighty-five head, includ- 
ing the four herd bulls: Burgess E., Prince 
Eralan of Sunbeam, Bandolier Belmar 10th 
and Bell Boy H. P. 


OKLAHOMA - 


The State of Oklahoma, with its rich © 
corn lands and grazing grounds, has been 
the scene of many more or less spectacular 
operations in pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. Thanks to such men as E. E. Bland-~ 
ford, J. C. Simpson, L. R. Kershaw, Judge” 
Fullerton and many other devoted admirers 
of the breed, the Aberdeen-Angus have 
come to play a major part in the present 
day cattle trade of the old “Indian Terti-; 
tory”. And incidently it should be said that 
Dean W. L. Blizzard and his associates at 
the Oklahoma Agricultural College, work- — 
ing with cattle of various types—including 
“doddies”—have likewise been active im 
helping to display conspicuously the name 
of Oklahoma on the bovine Broadway. The 
record of the college steers at fat stock 
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shows has been as important and as inter- 
esting as the achievements of leading breed- 
ers on the big circuits with pure breds. 
Aberdeen-Angus have been maintained 
at the Oklahoma College since 1900. The 
first calf dropped was in November of that 
year. This bull calf, College Palisades, was 


‘ out of a cow bred by H. W. Elliott, of Estill, 


issouri, and sired by Palisade. In all 
robability this calf was bought in dam, as 
there are no records to indicate that the sire 
was owned by the college. The dam prob- 
ably bought from Mr. Elliott. College 
Irene was dropped in 1903 out of the same 
cow, Herself 2d, and was sired by Ireneus. 
Evidently the college had purchased Ireneus 
from Anderson & Findlay, of Lake Forest, 
Illinois. That bull was used in the herd for 
a number of years. Calves are recorded as 
being sired by him from 1901 to 1905. The 
next bull was Mary’s Hale Lad, bred by 
Parker & Miller, of Hudson, Kansas. He 
was used in 1907 and 1908. College Irene 
bred to Mary’s Hale Lad produced the cow, 
College Heroine, which is the only line in 
e herd at the present time that traces 
Wick to the foundation stock. College Her- 
oine was bred to Briton Blackbird to pro- 
duce Heroine Margaret, that was bred to 
Duke Heatherson to produce Heroine Mar- 
garet 3d. Heroine Margaret 3d bred to 
Erivan produced Erivan’s Margaret, a cow 
that is still in the herd and has two daugh- 
ters, one granddaughter, and one great- 
granddaughter in the present herd. 

Briton Blackbird calved in 1908, and bred 
by W. A. McHenry was used in the,herd 
about 1913. Waukarusa Heatherson 7th 
was also used at about this time or a little 
later. He was the sire of Heatherson’s Lucy 
3d that in turn was bred to Erivan to pro- 
duce Erivan’s Lucy. This cow was calved in 
1923 and is in the present herd along with 


three of her own daughters, five grand- 
daughters, and four great-granddaughters. 
She also has a son, Lad Page, and four 
great-grandsons in the show steer herd. 
Duke Heatherson, bred by Charles E.. Sut- 
ton, of Lawrence, Kansas, was used after 
Waukarusa Heatherson. The first calf drop- 
ped to his service was in 1917. He was used 
until about 1922 or 1923 when Erivan was 
purchased. He was bred by the Rosenfeld 
Stock Farms, at Kelley, Iowa, and sired 
Erivan’s Lucy, Erivan’s Margaret, and Ed- 
wina of Ballindalloch still in the college 
herd. The dam of Edwina of Ballindalloch 
was Edwina of Muskogee, sired by Evens of 
Ballindalloch, a great-great-grandsire on 
the dam’s side of Evascus of Page, the pres- 
ent day senior herd sire. Seventeen of the 
twenty-two Aberdeen-Angus calves born at 
the college in 1937 trace back to the three 
cows, Erivan’s Lucy, Erivan’s Margaret, and 
Edwina of Muskogee. 


Erivan was a great show bull. He won 
his class at the International and other 
shows. The college showed him to the jun- 
ior and grand championship at Muskogee 
and Dallas. He was-probably the best bull 
the college had ever owned up until the time 
of Evascus of Page. Erivan was used for 
about three years. Blackbirdman of Rose- 
mere was the successor to Erivan. He was 
bred by O. V. Battles, of Yakima, Washing- 
ton, and was calved in January, 1921. He 
proved -a great breeding bull and had as 
good a pedigree as could be found. He was 
sired by Prizemere 9th, an International 
prize winner himself, and the most prepot- 
ent sire ever used in the Rosemere herd. 
Prizemere 9th it will be remembered was 
sired by Meraman of Tierra Alta, the most 
noted grandson of the International grand 
champion Kloman, and his dam was that 
great Oakville Quiet Lad cow, Pride of 


Rosemere 14th. She was out of Thickset 
Pride 3d, a son of Glenfoil Thick Set 2d, the 
only bull ever shown to three successive 
International grand championships—1907 
1908, and 1909. On the dam’s side Black- 
birdman of Rosemere, we find Blackbird 
Rosemere 23d, sired by Oakville Quiet Lad 
out of a dam by Black Woodlawn. 
Evascus of Page is the present senior 
herd sire at the Oklahoma A. and M. He 
was bred by Hartley Stock Farm and sired 
by Glencarnock Revolution 6th, by Blackcap 
Revolution. The dam of Evascus of Page 
was Erica Harrison 19th tracing back to 
Evens of Ballindalloch on the sire’s side. 
Evascus was shown at the International in 
1929 by Hartley Stock Farm, where he was 
placed third, and at that time was purchas- 
ed by the college. He was shown at Okla- 
homa City in 1930 where he was the junior 
champion bull, and at Fort Worth, Texas, 
where he was junior and grand champion 
Aberdeen-Angus bull. At the present time 
there are twenty-eight individuals in the 
college herd that were sired by Evascus of 
Page. Thirteen of these are the 1937 and 
1938 calves and eighteen of them are breed- 
ing cows. Four of the 1937 calves and 
three 1938 calves are females and will be 
retained in the breeding herd. Probably the 


.most outstanding individual sired by Evas- 


cus of Page is Master Page out of Miss Na- 
omi, by Blackbirdman of Rosemere, out of 
Blackbird Naomi 3d. Blackbird Naomi 3d 
was by Laddie of Rosemere, by Oakville 
Quiet Lad out of Blackbird of Leaside 9th, 
by Black Opal. Master Page was shown as 


‘a summer yearling at Chicago and Kansas 


City in 1935 where he won his class and was 
made junior champion at both shows. 

Three steers were shown in 1937 that 
were sired by Master Page. These were 
Master B., Master of Oklahoma and Master

The Capps Ranch herd at Tipton was 
founded in 1913 by the purchase of twelvé 
or fourteen head of cows and calves from 


J. K. Sample & Son, of Greenfield, Illinoit 


They had bought about half the cows from 
the A. Y. Collins estate and from S. Melvilt 
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who had established one of the first herds of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in that part of II- 
linois. The first herd bull was Waukarusa 
James, bred by Chas. E. Sutton, of Law- 
rence, Kansas. He was sired by Champion 
Ito. The next bull was Elate of Five Gates, 
out of the imported cow Eppy of Finlarig. 
In 1922 Prince Blueblood, bred by R. M. 
piston & Son, of Newell, Iowa, was se- 
ured. This bull was ten years old when 
bought, and they had the misfortune to lose 
him soon afterwards, getting only five calves 
from him, three cows and two bulls. But 
one of the bulls was an outstanding indi- 
vidual, and was used for a time, with good 
results. He was Mid Knight 2d. Next 
came Proud Marshall 6th, by Prince Mar- 
shall, bred by E. E. Blandford. He was 
followed by Black Gold Marshall 3d, another 
gon of Prince Marshall. Probably the best 
bull ever used however was Antler of Rose- 
mere 15th, bred by Congdon & Battles. 
Some of the best animals produced in the 
herd were prize winning steers at the fat 
stock shows. Mr. Capps bred the champion 
4-H Club calf shown at Oklahoma City in 

86 and the first prize senior Aberdeen- 
Angus steer in 1938. Also the reserve 
champion of the 1941 show. The herd now 
numbers something over one hundred head 
of females old enough to breed. 

Mr. Capps furnishes the following inter- 
esting statement: 

“As a boy and young man, I became in- 
terested in Aberdeen-Angus cattle, as my 
father’s farm joined that of S. Melvin, who 
established the first pure bred herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in that part of Illinois; 
his farm being known as the Rubicon Stock 
Farm. I came to Oklahoma in 1902, and 
about 1904 I came across a couple of Aber- 
deen-Angus cows, and a bull that had been 
brought from Iowa.

secured, and not only brought home ribbong 


from the shows, but left a lot of good stock 
on the ranch. In 1917 Mr. Kershaw attend. 
ed the International sale where he made one 
of his best investments when he paid 
$3050.00 for the great bull, Plowman, sired 
by the champion Kloman out of Pride 12th, 
by Black Woodlawn. Meantime the entire 
James Nicholas herd had been bought, in- 
cluding the dams of Erwin C., Ben Hur of 
Lone Dell, and other tops. 

A great event was now in the maki 
Reference is-had to the historic public sale 
made at the ranch May 14, 1920. Mr. Ker 
shaw is a past master in the arts of show- 
manship and salesmanship. Plowman wag 
put into this sale. The stage was all set 
for one of the most dramatic scenes in black 
cattle history. While the bidding was get- 
ting under way, the seller rose and said to 
the assembled crowd: “Gentlemen. I have 
this statement to make. I will give $1500.00 
each for twenty-five weanling heifers sired 
by Plowman from good cows in the herd 
of his new owner.” That meant a total of 
$37,500.00. Whereupon J. C. Simpson push- 
ed the bidding up to the record price, fora 
bull of any beef breed, of $40,000.00! He 
likewise took out the highest priced female, 
Muskogee Blackcap, a daughter of Ben Hur 
of Lone Dell, at $5800.00. Her dam, Black- 
cap McHenry 108th, nine years old, brought 
$3500.00 The seventy-one head made @ 
general average of near $2000.00. This had 
been advertised as a dispersion sale, but be- 
fore the day was over, plans were made for 
continuing in the business; Ben Hur being 
retained to head a new herd. Before pro- 
ceding with this story it should here be 
stated that the cow, Elmland Jessie 2d, the 
personal property of Mr. Kershaw’s herds- 
man, George Pinney, in calf to Plowman, 
was sold to Hon. S. C. Fullerton, in whose 
hands she produced the grand champion 
bull, Playman of Sunbeam. 


It will be of interest to know what occur- 
ed after this sensational sale of Plowm 
Mr. Simpson at that time owned a five 
hundred acre farm near Muskogee upon 
which he made very elaborate improve- 
ments. He used Plowman here for two 
seasons, during which time the bull was 
permitted to serve a number of cows from 
other herds at $500.00 per service. Mr. 
Kershaw was not able to secure the Plow- 
man heifers he desired because bankers who 
were giving Mr. Simpson financial assist- 
ance at that time did not wish t see them 
sold. After the cow herd had been disposed 
of Mr. Kershaw secured Plowman an 
retained him until his death. It may here 
be noted that Mr. Simpson still retains his 
interest in black cattle and at the present.

A recent important acquisition at the 
Kershaw ranch was the entire E. T. Davis 
herd, Iowa: City, Iowa, which has been in 
existence around forty-five years. In this 
lot were two cows by Blackcap Revolution 
and specimens of such families as Elba 
Ericas, Blackcaps, Miss Burgesses and 
Juanerra Ericas. With these also came 
that good stock bull, Julian Joana, by En- 
thanter Marshall, out of a cow by Revolu- 

mn of Page 11th. A son of this Julian 
oana bull sold not long since in Hamilton 
Brothers sale to Hartley Stock Farm for 
$3100.00. Mr. Kershaw’s latest venture 
was the purchase of the entire herd of Sam 
H. Hill & Son, of Tierra Alta, Texas, num- 
bering one hundred and fifty females. This 
herd had been a going concern for thirty- 
eight years. But that was not enough. Up 
at Sidney, Montana, Mr. C. E. Varco had 
been breeding black cattle for some twenty 
years, from a foundation largely of Mc- 
Gregor, Hartley and Battles origin. These 
cattle too have found a new home on the 
Kershaw ranch. The top cows of these 
three herds have been reserved for breed- 
ing purposes, and to the stock bulls already 
mentioned we should add, in bringing to a 
close this brief summary of extraordinary 
activities, the ‘name of The Liberator by 
General Revolution, son of Eric Revolution. 
Liberator’s dam was. Miss McHenry 19th, 
also by Eric Revolution. There are at this 
writing between five and six hundred head 
of pure breds upon the ranch, including 
some three hundred breeding cows; the bal- 
ance being heifers and calves. 


_ Judge S. C, Fullerton’s herd was founded 
in 1920, the purchases having been made at 
the Kershaw sale. The first stock bull was 
Eston of Elmhill, that had rendered good 
Service in the Simpson herd. He was a 
grandson of Royal Eileen, dam of the Inter- 
hational champion Erwin C, On the show

From George Pinney, Judge Fullerton 
bought the cow Elmland Jessie 2d in calf to 
Plowman.

S. Highway No. 66. Within a year after his 
arrival he and Sam Fullerton spent consider- 
able time driving about the country visiting 
herds and attending shows in search of the 
bull they wanted. It was during the 1933 sea- 
son they found a bull that was what they 
were looking for. He was owned by St. Al- 
bans Farms at Pacific, Missouri, and was 
under the charge of George Porteous, the 
man who had worked at Sunbeam Farms 
and first brought them into prominence on 
the show circuits. This young bull at that 
time did not seem to be for sale, but during 
the winter of 1933 Sam Fullerton finally 
purchased him from St. Albans Farms and

Sunbeam, since the International of 1938 
has been undefeated in his class and was 
junior champion at the 1939 International, 
where the Fullertons also won first on pair 
of bulls bred and owned by exhibitor (both 
sired by Black Prince), and also had first 
prize pair of yearlings. 

Other great bulls have been used at Sun- 
beam Farms, notably one called Revolution 
of Sunbeam which was purchased as a baby 
calf from Strathmore Farms in Iowa; being 
sired by Revolution 100th, the 1931 Inter- 
national grand champion, and his dam, Elga 
Marshall 9th, was by Revolution 7th, 1927 
International grand champion. This bull 
has made a great record at Sunbeam Farms 
and is still in service there.

mere 100th, International grand champion 
cow of 1933, which they purchased from 
Congdon & Battles in the spring of 1934.

animals of correct type and individuality. 
By following this policy they have develop- 
ed in the southwest one of the truly great 
Aberdeen-Angus herds of America, and have 
used repeatedly in conjunction with their 
advertising the slogan “Buy modern type 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle where champions 
produce champions.” The breeding herd at 
Sunbeam Farms has between four hundred 
and five hundred head of females of breed- 
ing age. Judge S. C. Fullerton died on June 
8, 1943. The Sunbeam herd will be continu- 
ed by S. C. Fullerton, Jr., who had active 
charge of the herd and breeding operations 
in recent years.

farms was purchased in the ’30s. In 1939 
he started with Aberdeen-Angus. The first 
cows were commercials and the idea was to 
raise his own feed lot replacements.. While 
there is nothing wrong with this procedure, 
in fact it is one of the best ways to get the 
“feel” of the Doddie business, the Ohio 
breeder soon came to the conclusion that 
for his purposes, and located where he was, 
that pure bred Aberdeen-Angus were a bet- 

bet from a profit standpoint. “It doesn’t 
i much more to raise a pure bred than 
ig does a commercial animal, and you have, 
two outlets with a pure bred. If it is a 
good one you always have a_ profitable 
market. If it is the other kind it can still 
go for beef.” However, when the herd was 
visited it didn’t look like there were many 
candidates for the beefing route.

MILE HIGH DODDIES 


Red Butte Ranch, of John E. Perkins & 
Sons, Deer Lodge, Montana, is located forty 
miles northwest of Butte in high and ru 
ged country. The ranch itself is at an eleva 
tion of 5,000 feet, while most of the range 
over which the Perkins Aberdeen-Angus 
graze runs up to timber line, or 8,000 feet, 
Says Mr. Perkins: “We frequently find our 
cattle up near the timber line in the higher 
and rougher parts of the range, in the For- 
est Reserve. Different cattlemen have told 
me that cattle bred and run in this high 
range for a period of years have a tendency 
to get smaller and cat-hammed. This may 
be true of other breeds but it certainly is 
not true of our Aberdeen-Angus. The fe 
male ancestry of some of our best and most 
uniform calves have been on the ranch since 
1919, a period of twenty-eight years. Of 
course we have always used bulls that car- 
ried the blood of the best sires of modern 
times. We are now using a grandson of 
Black Prince of Sunbeam and a son of 
Eventuation of Bordulac. 

“Seed stock raised in this high, dry cli- 
mate gets hardier, better boned, and smooth- 
er than in the low country and does well 
wherever it goes. This applies also to grass 
and grain seed and horses grown in thi 
high country. : 

“Most of our bulls are sold to commercial 
cattlemen and dairymen. The latter get a 
more uniform and better selling grade of 
calf from the Aberdeen-Angus cross. In 
the past few years we have sold a number 
of bulls to different whiteface breeders to 
use on their yearling heifers. 
they avoid considerable loss at calving ti 
and calve out their heifers at an earliet 
age. They also get a heavier calf at wean- 
ing age. I find these Whiteface breeders 
are pretty shrewd bull buyers. They know, 
and demand, bulls of good quality. They 
like a low-down, blocky bull with good bone 
and a good rear end—and plenty of size. 
This is the type of bull we are striving t0 
produce. And we will keep on prods 
them better and better as time goes on 
as the calves from our new herd bulls grow 
to serviceable age and are fed and cared for 
in a way to grow them out for the heavy 
service they will be called on to do.”

ening of the herd, led to a parting of the 
ways about the middle of 1901. think 
that the chief trouble was over the cham- 

ion heifer, Lucia Estill, whom Mr. Mc- 
enry liked to show. Finally Mr. McHenry 


came to me and asked if I thought I could 
take over the show herd. Bob Johnson was 
leaving. In Bob’s defense it must be said 
that he was one of the greatest feeders and 
fitters that the business has known. But 
he wanted no interference in the handling 
of the cattle. I have always figured, as 
herdsman and later as a herd owner, that 
the owner of the herd should have the final 
say. The owner can be wrong at times, 
but he certainly has some rights in the 
matter. 

- When I went with the McHenry herd in 
1900 it was at a substantial increase in 
salary. My pay was raised to $20.00 per 
month. When I left McHenry Park in 1916, 


after the herd was sold, I was getting , 


$150.00 a month to handle the cattle and 
manage the 600 acre farm. While I had 
offers of more money from other herds I 
was more than satisfied where I was. 
was the greatest Aberdeen-Angus herd in 
the business and I had every chance to make 
good under a man who loved his cattle. 
There is another point that should be men- 
tioned. Mr. McHenry never complained 
about the prices he received for his cattle; 
nor did he ever question a judge’s decision 
when one of his favorites was placed down 
in class. 

McHenry Park, on the west edge of Den- 
ison, was an attractive spot, but not a show 
place. The land was unusually good and 
the blue grass pastures were excellent. The 
main line of the Chicago and North West- 
ern railroad ran through the middle of the 
farm and the pastures on either side, I 
imagine, os many people their first 
glimpse of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. For 
this was our show window and there were 
always a lot of good ones out there grazing.

There were no grand championships at the 
International until 1903, but had there 
been I am sure she would have made it. 
While she was great in 1900 she was even 
better in 1901. But her real greatness was 
in her producing record. Her best known 

if was Barbara McHenry 24th, junior 
iesion at Chicago in 1908, senior cham- 
pion in 1909 and senior and grand champion 
female in 1910. Barbara McHenry 13th 
founded a great family of producing cattle 
which includes Barbara of Rosemere 33d, 
her grand champion daughter, Barbara of 
Rosemere 100th, and Barbara of Rosemere 
40th. Bar Marshall, junior champion at 
Chicago in 1918 and senior and grand cham- 
pion in 1922, descended from this great 
cow. 

While not taking anything away from 
Barbara McHenry 24th I always liked 
Barbara McHenry 13th better. She was not 
as large as her daughter and was more 
feminine. She was the kind of cow I still 
have in mind when I pick cows to raise out- 
Wanding bulls. 


Another great daughter of Barbara Mc- 
Henry 138th was Barbara McHen 18th 
11677, sired by Eliminator of Ballindalloch, 
she was sold at private sale to Otto Bat- 
tles and was one of his first foundation 
cows from which comes a lot of his good 
Barbaras. 


The mother of Earl Marshall was the 
same kind of a cow. And while I have 
mentioned Earl Marshall I want to correct 
a few ideas that seemed to have cropped 
up in recent years—that Earl Marshall was 
such a poor individual that he was almost 
steered; that he was used only because no 
one else wanted him, and so on. Nothing 


could be farther from the truth. The mat- 
ing that produced Earl Marshall was one 
which was planned because we figured that 
it should result in an outstanding animal. 


His sire was Protine. From the shoulders 
back he was as nearly perfect as any bull 
could be. And while he has some faults, in- 
cluding a little more daylight under him 
than we liked, we figured that bred the way 
he was, and mated to the right cow, he 
should produce something good. Protine’s 
sire was Baden Lad, whose “get” won for 
the McHenry herd in the International 
shows of 1908 and 1909 and 1911 and 1912. 
Baden Lad sired a lot of prize winnin 
cattle for us, but his sons were not as go 
as his daughters. It probably was a good 
thing that the International rules of those 
days allowed one to show four females. The 
sire of Baden Lad was the great 10th Laird 
of Estill. . 

Earl Marshall’s dam was Erica McHenry 
12th, a great little cow, the kind from which 
you produce herd sires. She had lots of 
natural fleshing, depth of body, smoothness 
of fleshing and a breedy look about her. 
She was by Eliminator of Ballindalloch, in 
my mind one of the best bulls brought to 
this country from Scotland. Her dam, Erica 
McHenry 6th, was also by 10th Laird of 
Estill and out of Eone Elliott, one of the 
great cows of the breed. I know Mr. Mc- 
Henry would never put a price on Earl 
Marshall’s dam. To get her one would have 
to buy the herd. And a of great 
cows Protine’s dam, Pride McHenry 42d 
was another one, a daughter of Bobbie 
Dobbs, one of the top bulls used in the herd. 


So after the winning get of sire record 
made in Chicago by Baden Lad it was de- 
cided to mate his best son, Protine, to Erica 
McHenry 12th. This mating resulted 


September 4, 1913, in a bull calf that look- 
ed like a comer the minute he hit the 
ground. And I was there. He was thick 
and wide and short coupled and looked like 
he wanted to be a bull from the start. Mr. 
McHenry and I were well pleased. It look- 
ed like we had something. In mature form 
Earl Marshall probably looked more like 
Baden Lad, his grandsire, than he did any 
of his other ancestors. ich would give 
fuel to the “alternate generation” theory of 
genetics. 


Earl Marshall was shown a little as a 
calf and as a yearling. But as is often- 
times the case in a large herd he was over- 
shadowed in the show herd by another bull 
that went on to make a lot of history. But 
we did not care a great deal as Earl Mar- 
shall had been picked early as a herd sire. 
The show ring winnings we could leave to 
ges Bertram. Blackcap Bertram was 
by another of the top McHenry bulls, Eston 
of Denison, and was the same age as Earl 
Marshall. When he was sold to Caldwells, 
of Missouri, in 1915 Earl] Marshall was 
taken out. of the show barn and put to work. 
Earl Marshall was not for sale. It will be 
remembered by many still in the business 
that Blackcap Bertram went on to be senior 
champion in Chicago in 1916 and in 1919 
was sold for $45,000.00—still the top price 
for an Aberdeen-Angus bull at auction. 


But the real value of Earl Marshall as a 
breeding bull was not to be realized while 
he was in the McHenry herd. When the 
herd was sold in 1916 he was not yet three 
years old. But he~ was destined to sire 
seven successive winning get of sire groups 
in Chicago; five International grand cham- 
pion bulls, four of them in successive years; 
and one International grand champion fe- 
male. The bulls were Prince Marshall, Bar

Both were by 10th Laird of 
Estill. In 1908 we had Barbara McHenry 
24th, previously mentioned. She was sired 
by Baden Lad, the grandsire of Earl Mar- 
shall, and out of the great Barbara Mc- 
Henry 13th. Mr. McHenry purchased Glen- 
foil Thick Set "3d, by Brookside Star, by 
Black Woodlawn. He was bred by Mike 
Donohoe, and was bought and shown by 
Otto Battles, who sold him to W. A. He 
was senior and grand champion bull for us 
in 1909 and the only bull to win three grand 
championships in a row—1907-1908- 1909, ‘in 
addition to being junior champion in 1906. 
Our senior champion female that year was 
Barbara McHenry 24th and we had junior 
champion heifer in Pride McHenry 73d, an- 
other daughter of Baden Lad. 

In 1910 Otto Battles showed Oakville

gardiess of pedigree. Line breeding was 
not used a great deal, except in the case of 
Ear! Marshall, and only if we were fairly 
gure it would nick. I found early that almost 
kind of a decent cow, mated to a good 
bull, will produce acceptable heifers. But I 
found, and still know that it is true, that it 
es a low-down, blocky, breedy looking 
title cow to produce a good bull. Throug: 
the years I remember very well the dams of 
Baden Lad, Bobbie Dobbs, Protine, Prism, 
Blackcap Bertram, Earl Marshall, Enlate 
Blackcap Revolution, Prince Marshall and 
Quality Marshall—as well as most of the 
top bulls of the last thirty years. With- 
out exception the mothers of these on 
pulls were these thick, deep, breedy little 
cows. Seldom have I seen a top bull pro- 
duced by a big cow. 
It is said that Mr. McHenry had a certain 
preference to families which resulted in his 


selling off some good cows to concentrate 
on the various branches of the Blackbirds, 
Prides, Queen Mothers and Barbaras. I 
on’t know that the herd was hurt any by 
Boing, for the consistent use of good 
ullgs certainly resulted in some of the top 
cows of the families which he had. The Mc- 
Henry family which has probably worn the 
best, since the sale of the herd, has been 
the McHenry Barbaras. They have worn 
well to this day, but it should be mentioned 
that no small part of the credit for keeping 
them good and thick is the fact that good 
bulls have been used on them. And this 
applies to any good family of the breed. 
The bull is still the most important end of 
the herd because his influence for good, or 
bad, is so much greater.

with a few excerpts from it, because it 
shows that the standards that he used more 
than forty years ago are still good today. 
“A showman’s success depends primarily 
upon the type of his cattle. No amount. of 
skill in fitting and showing will compensate 
for marked deficiencies in conformation or 
breed type. Necessarily one must know the 
show ring standard of his breed. He must 
know just the sort of cattle which the most 
experienced and respected judges prefer. 
Although individual judges have little pref- 
erences of their own there is a general pat- 
tern for each breed which is closely follow- 
ed by them all. This pattern shapes itself 
gradually as time goes on, according to 
commercial market demands for beef cattle. 
“It is something of an art to pick out thin 
cattle which will develop into the correct 
show type when fitted. One must know by 
experience how an animal fills out with the 
addition of flesh. It is most essential to 
have cattle of good lines, straight and level 
in the back, and also in the underline, 
standing on short legs wide apart. © The 
eneral build should be blocky and wide. 
t is especially necessary to have great 
depth of chest and flank and width between 
the front legs. There must also be full 
thighs, extending well downward tow 
the hocks, and a low twist. The shoulders, 
backs and hips, even of thin animals, should 
carry an appreciable covering of flesh, in- 
dicating a wealth of lean meat, which is a 
necessary foundation on which to build a 
show carcass. To go with this general con- 
formation there should be a fine, intelligent 
looking head, set on a short neck, which 
should gradually taper into a smooth junc- 
tion with the shoulder, 
“One should especially avoid cattle which 
are long necked, narrow of build, and have

Although 
any thin bull or cow gains the appearang 
of being lower set as it fattens, no amount 
of feed will bring the leggy, long-necked 
slab sided animal into a low-set, wide shape 
“There must be a vigorous constitution, 
and a disposition to be ready always for 
feed, as a thick, smooth finish cannot 
put on an animal devoid of these qualifi 
tions. A good, soft, pliable skin is another 
special essential. It is generally associa 
ed with a good feeding capacity, and the 
ability to turn feed into the right sort of 
meat. Animals with soft, pliable skins wil] 
commonly put on considerably more finish, 
The longer the time that may be taken in 
putting on the desired flesh, the thicker and 
smoother it will be at the end. Very heavy 
feeding for a short period to make up for 
lost time is apt to derange the animals 
digestion and also put on rough flesh.” 
My association with Mr. McHenry and 
the Premier Herd. ended in 1916. The years 
that followed were no less interesting for 
it was during these years that I became 
breeder on my own.

cause June rains can’t be controlled and. 


quality of the first cutting oftentimes is 
not too good. But as silage it is a great 
January and February feed for brood cows 
and young stock being developed—plenty 
of carotene content and high in protein.

Any mention of C. V. Whitney Farms 
would not be complete without naming

Whiskbroom 2d lies buried here, winner 
of seven English and three American 
stakes; Broomstick, a noted campaigner of 
the early 1900s. Here rests Equipoise, one 
of the immortals of the Sport of Kings. His 
sire, Pennant, a Belmont Futurity winner, 
is here beside -him. These are but a few o 
the notable that have grazed these rolling 
acres.
